answer before the question was tried, 

Mr Hayllar said that the’ whole three 
columns were such a systematical work of 
art, worked up. with such great power of 
lnnguage and invective, that it was difficult 
to pick out: one passage or another which 
was more libellous: than: the rest. But 
summing up the whole article it charged 
his client with being concerned with somo 
othor people in a conspiracy. to ruin the de- 
fendant in the attempt thet he was making 
to catablish anewspapor.
